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PREFACE. 


In  putting  fortli  tlie  following  imperfect  attempt  at  an  Index 
to  tlie  Topography  of  Norfolk,  I  feel  that  few  excuses  for  its 
imperfection  are  necessary  to  the  members  of  this  Society,  who 
know  too  well  that  any  index  is  better  than  none  ;  but  those 
that  I  will  make  are — First,  that  this  is  a  new  venture  in 
the  way  of  indexing,  and  that  he  who  begins  to  work  at  MS. 
sources,  has  an  unknown  and  infinite  field  to  work  on,  and 
it  would  be  useless  for  him  to  break  his  heart  in  a  vain 
pursuit  of  the  ignis  fatuus  of  a  perfect  index.  Secondly,  that 
owing  to  the  great  bulk  of  the  MS.  slips,  it  was  nearly  im- 
possible to  remember  during  the  process  of  sorting,  which 
took  over  a  year,  whether  previous  entries,  such  as  those 
relating  to  Rising  Castle,  had  been  dropped  into  R.  for  Rising 
or  C.  for  Castle  Rising. 

Still,  the  task  is  done,  so  far  as  I  am  concerned;  and  at 
worst  it  may  serve  as  an  example  of  bad  work,  which  may 
encourage  collectors  for  other  counties  to  think,  rightly,  that 
they  can  do  much  better,  and  so  be  of  some  use,  though  not 
that  for  which  it  was  originally  intended.  That  it  is  very 
incomplete  and  inaccurate,  even  as  to  the  sources  it  purports 
to  index,  no  one  knows  better  than  its  compiler. 

One  more  apology,  and  I  have  done.  The  Bibliographical 
part  of  my  book  is  admittedly  weak.    Resident  out  of  the 
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Count}^  and  not  having  convenient  access  to  any  of  its  chief 
collectors'  libraries,  I  expect  that  I  have  omitted  many  pam- 
phlets, tracts,  and  detached  papers,^  though  I  do  not  think 
any  of  real  topographical  value  or  interest  have  been  missed. 

Nor  indeed  have  I  attempted  to  swell  the  bulk  of  the  book 
by  chronicling  such  tracts  as  ^'  How  the  Divell  or  one  in  his 
Likeness  appeared  in  the  Heavens  to  the  Godly  Minister  of 
Dumplinge-ante-Mete,"  or  poetry  such  as  Poetical  Heart- 
burnings "  (reprinted  from  the  local  paper)  from  Frogginton- 
in-the-Marsh,  or  "Farewell  Sermon  of  the  Rev.  John  Jones, 
D.D.,  to  the  Parishioners  of  Yaleham,"  on  his  leaving  that 
living  for  a  better. 

A  list  of  the  printed  works  and  chief  MS.  sources  of  informa- 
tion, which  are  more  or  less  correctly  indexed  in  the  following 
pages,  will  be  found  at  pp.  xxviii-ix.  Such  a  list  does  not, 
however,  give  any  idea  of  the  work  necessary  to  compile  an 
index  or  the  sources  of  information  named  in  it,  for  in  some  cases 
a  volume  has  had  to  be  read  or  searched  through,  and  a  long 
night's  labour  has  been  rewarded  by  three  or  four  references 
only,  which  of  course  make  no  show,  and  are  swallowed  up 
in  the  general  mass.  For  it  cannot  be  too  strongly  pointed 
out  to  any  one  who  begins  a  similar  index,  that  he  must 
not  trust  to  the  rotten  reed  of  previous  indexes,  but  must, 
wherever  possible,  go  through  the  volume  afresh.  It  may 
not  be  out  of  place  to  pillory  one  or  two  deceitful  guides. 
Martiiiii  Suits  in  tJie  Exchequer,  vastly  interesting  to  the 
clergy  from  tlic  numerous  references  it  gives  to  tithe  suits, 
is  badly  indexed,  but  the  index  to  the  Royalist  Co)n2:)osition

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Papers  is  far  worse,  and  seems  to  have  been  compiled  by 
some  one  who  was  unable  to  read  tbe  bad  writing  of  the 
seventeenth  century.  A  specimen  of  another  sort  of  bad 
index  is  that  to  the  Lansdoivne  J^SS.,  which  is  very  elaborate, 
but  most  foolishly  compiled.  Take  an  example.  There  is  an 
account  of  how  a  man,  named  Bernard  Randolph,  caught  a  thief 
stealing  brass  from  Henry  YII.'s  tomb  at  Westminster  Abbey 
(xi.  22),  This  entry  is  actually  not  indexed  under  *Hen.  VII.,* 
or  '  Westminster,'  or  '  Brass,'  or  '  Tomb,'  or  '  Theft,'  but 
under  *  Randolph,'  as  if  it  mattered  two  straws  to  any  one 
who  caught  the  man.  Similarly  there  are  many  entries  re- 
lating to  the  Friars  Minor  in  the  Calendar,  but  I  cannot  find 
them  indexed  under  *  Friars,'  or  *  Minors,'  or  *  Minorites,'  or 
'  Franciscans,'  or  anywhere  else,  though  from  the  labour  ex- 
pended on  the  index  I  have  no  doubt  they  are  all  *  indexed ' 
somewhere.  From  this  careless  calendar  the  yet  more  care- 
less compiler  of  the  "  Norfolk  Topographers  Manual "  gives 
extracts  relating  to  109  Norfolk  entries,  but  by  reading  the 
calendar  through  I  got  178,  all  of  which  are  worked  in  here- 
after. I^or  is  the  index  to  the  Gentleman's  Magazine  much  less 
imbecile ;  e.g.,  the  discovery  of  an  alabaster  candlestick  at 
Yarmouth  is  indexed  under  0.,  but  not  at  all  under  Y. 

It  is  pleasant,  on  the  other  hand,  to  be  able  to  speak  in 
terms  of  unqualified  praise  of  the  excellent  indexes  issued  from 
the  Bodleian,  e.g,  the  Bodleian  Charters,  and  the  Rawlinson 
and  Tanner  MSS. 

As  a  prelude  to  stating  what  I  have  done,  I  may  say  a  few 
words  as  to  what  I  have  not  done.  In  going  through  Domes- 
day I  have  only  thought  it  necessary  to  index  such  variorum 
readings  as  differ  so  widely  from  the  present  spelling  as  to 
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puzzle  a  person  unacquainted  with  the  County,  e.g.  Belega  for 
Bylaugh,  Benemara  for  Barmer. 

I  had  intended  to  have  included  the  Calendars  of  Domestic 
State  Papers,  the  Printed  Petitions  to  Parliament,  Clarke's 
Norfolk  Charities,  and  the  Camden  Society's  publications ;  but 
all  are  well  indexed  in  themselves,  and  I  believe  a  general 
index  to  the  last-named  is  in  the  course  of  publication.  For 
similar  reasons  I  did  not  attempt  a  perfect  index  to  the 
Gentleman's  Magazine^  which  is  sure  before  long  to  be  done. 

An  introduction  touching  on  the  general  topographical 
material  which,  not  being  divided  into  parishes,  is  necessarily 
not  indexed  hereafter,  may  be  useful. 

The  earliest  description^  of  the  County,  the  Descriptio 
Norfolcim "  of  Walter  Mapes,^  is  unluckily  not  now  to  be 
found. 

The  Harl.  MS.  6822  (fo.  229-257)  has  been  described  as 
"  A  Calendar  of  the  Hundreds  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk,  and  an 
account  of  them,  in  a  hand  of  the  time  of  Hen.  YI.,"  but  it  is 
chiefly  a  transcript  of  a  feodary  book,  and  is  more  specially 
noticed  at  p.  xxvii  under  that  head. 

The  list  of  the  regular  Collectors  of  material  begins 
with  : — 

1.  Robert  Kemp,  whose  collections  —  which  however  are 
chiefly  heraldic  and  genealogical — are  to  be  found  in  Harl. 
MS.  901.    They  seem  to  have  been  made  in  August,  1575.

Top.  vol.  ii.  p.  1)  to  be  "  undigested " 
among  the  Harl.  MSS.  Of  these  the  most  noticeable  is  a  thick 
vol.2  Qf  extracts  from  the  Norwich  Registry,  containing  notes 
of  many  thousand  Norfolk  wills. 

5.  Guyhon  Goddard,  Deputy  Recorder  of  Lynn  (d.  1671), 
made  considerable  collections,  which  passed  into  the  hands 
of  Le  Neve,  and  were  used  by  Blomefield.  In  1678  the 
Corporation  of  Lynn  offered  his  son  £21  for  his  MS.  col- 
lections relating  to  their  town,  but  without  success,  for  they 
were  afterwards  in  the  possession  of  Thos.  King.^  They  now 
form  fo.  14-110  of  Tanner  MSS.  (Bodleian),  vol.  289,  a  fact 
of  which  I  was  unaware  when  I  was  indexing  '  Lynn.'

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6.  Feter  Le  JVeve,^  born  in  1661  (d.  1724),  was  educated  at 
Merchant  Taylors,  and  was  successively  Rouge- Croix  and  Hich.- 
mond  Herald  and  IsTorroy  King-at-Arms.  Of  Ms  collections,  the 
result  of  the  unwearied  industry  of  years,  one  cannot  speak  too 
highly.  Nicholson  truly  says  of  him  that  he  spent  above 
forty  years  in  amassing,  at  great  expense  and  trouble,  the 
greatest  fund  of  antiquities  for  his  native  county  that  ever  was 
collected  for  any  single  one  in  the  kingdom."  This  is  high 
praise,  but  it  is  none  too  high ;  and  given  as  it  was  by  a  man 
eminently  qualified,  by  his  intimate  knowledge  of  what  had 
been  done  in  other  counties,  to  pass  an  opinion  on  the  subject, 
must  be  received  with  satisfaction  by  Norfolk  topographers. 
To  those  who  have  studied  the  history  of  our  national  records, 
and  realize  how  terrible  were  the  obstacles  in  the  way  of 
inquirers  during  the  latter  part  of  the  seventeenth  and  the 
early  part  of  the  eighteenth  centuries,^  it  is  simply  amazing 
how  Le  Neve  could  have  got  through  the  amount  of  work 
he  did.  I  have  more  than  a  suspicion  that  he  gained 
the  good  graces  of  some  of  the  custodians  of  the  records  by 
acting  as  an  amateur  calendarer.  At  the  Record  Office,  I  often 
note  his  neat  handwriting  numbering  membranes  of  rolls,  and 
80  on.^  Of  his  Norfolk  collections,  one  can  only  say  that  what 
remains  of  them  must  still  form  the  backbone  of  any  general 
History  of  Norfolk,  whenever  it  is  written.  With  every  desire 
to  acknowledge  most  fully,  and  with  the  utmost  gratitude, 
all  that  Blomefield  did  for  the  County,  no  one  who  analyzes

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the  respective  amount  of  work  done  by  the  two,  and  printed 
by  one  of  them,  can  hesitate  for  a  moment  in  mentally  de- 
scribing the  five  folio  volumes  as  "  Le  Neve's  "  rather  than 
"  Blomefield's ^'History  of  ]N"orfolk."i  After  his  death  his 
collections  passed,  rightly  or  wrongly,  almost  in  their  entirety 
into  the  hands  of  "  Honest  Tom  Martin  "  of  Palgrave,  the 
historian  of  Thetford  ;  and  as  Palgrave  is  only  a  few  miles 
from  Fersfield,  they  were  of  course  very  accessible  to  Blome- 
field.  Martin  seems  to  have  been  styled  "  honest "  on  the 
lucus  a  non  lucendo  principle ;  for  besides  being  a  considerable 
drunkard,^  he  married  Le  Neve's  widow  under  curious  cir- 
cumstances, and  sold  much  of  Le  Neve's  collections  (which 
he  disguised  as  "Peter  King's")  to  one  Thomas  Payne,  of 
London. 

The  remainder  of  Le  Neve's  collections,  incorporated  with 
those  made  by  Martin  himself,^  were  sold  on  Martin's  death, 
as  mentioned  previously.  Five  folio  vols.,  being  Le  Neve's 
collections  for  the  hundreds  of  Clackclose,  East  Flegg,  Free- 
bridge,  Mitford,  and  Walsham,  now  form  Add.  MSS.  8889- 
8843,  while  six  other  vols,  of  his  Norfolk  collections,  arranged 
alphabetically,  are  among  the  Gough  MSS.  in  the  Bodleian 
Library,^  which  also  has  a  12mo.  vol.  of  his  collections  as  to 
pedigrees  (No.  30).  It  is  said  that  some  more  of  his  MSS. 
were  in  the  possession  of  the  late  J.  Gr.  Nichols,  but  I  cannot 
trace  whether  these  related  solely  to  Norfolk  or  not.

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Palgrave,  as  he  loved  to  be  called— was  another  great  collector. 
It  would  be  unfair  to  judge  of  his  abilities  by  his  well-known 
posthumous  "History  of  Thetford/'^  which  was  written  at  a 
time  when  materials  were  so  inaccessible,  and  we  should  rather 
think  what  a  man  of  his  great  industry  and  ability  would 
have  done  had  he  possessed  our  present  facilities  for  collecting 
information.  He  married,  as  mentioned  above,  Le  Neve's  widow, 
and  so  perhaps  assumed  greater  authority  over  his  MSS.  than 
he  would  otherwise  have  done.  He  sold  many  of  the  Le  Neve 
papers  in  his  lifetime  to  Thos.  Payne,  of  London,  and  after  his 
death  all  the  remainder,  and  Martin's  own  collections,  were 
sold  to  Mr.  John  Worth,  F.S.A.,  a  chemist  of  Diss,  for  £600 
or  guineas.  The  whole  collection  was  then  broken  up,  for 
Worth  only  reserved  a  few  papers  for  himself,  and  dispersed 
the  rest  by  auctions  in  1773  and  1774.  Many,  including 
the  celebrated  Paston  Letters,  were  bought  by  Sir  John 
Fenn,  and  others  by  Mr.  Ives,  of  Yarmouth.  What  Worth 
kept  for  himself  were  afterwards  bought  by  Mr.  Thos.  Hunt, 
a  bookseller  of  Harleston,  and  passed  through  his  hands  into 
those  of  Gough. 

8.  Tlioinas  Gibbons,  Esq.,  whose  collections  form  vols.  970, 
971,  and  972  of  the  Ilarl.  MSS.

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of  all  who  followed  him.  The  two  thick  vols,  of  results  are 
preserved  at  the  JNforwich  Registry,  but  sadly  want  rebinding. 
He  made  a  few  church  notes,  which  are  in  the  same  volumes. 
It  is  said  he  was  co-trustee  with  Martin  of  Le  Neve's  MSS. 
Part  of  his  church  notes  for  Norfolk  are  among  the  Gough 
MSS.  in  the  Bodleian.  His  collections  as  to  the  monastic 
establishments  of  Lynn  and  Norwich  are  in  the  Bodleian 
Tanner's  MS.  105,  fo.  1-21. 

10.  The  Rev.  Francis  Blomefield^  who  was  born  in  1705, 
was  of  Gonville  and  Caius  Coll.  Camb.,  and  rector  of  Hargham 
and  Fersfield,  being  instituted  to  the  latter  place  in  1729. 
He  began  to  collect  materials  when  fifteen  years  of  age.  His 
autograph  letter  book  and  his  entry  book  were  in  the  late 
Dawson  Turner's  library,  and  there  are  some  interesting  par- 
ticulars as  to  him  at  pp.  201  et  seq.  of  vol.  ii.  of  the  Trans- 
actions of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Archaeological  Society. 

\  He  died  in  1752,  at  the  early  age  of  forty-seven.  Blomefield 
was  a  lucky  man,  in  not  only  having  great  help  in  his  work, 
but  in  having  access  to  the  vast  collections  made  by  Le  Neve, 
Tanner,  Martin,  and  others.  He  was  indeed  himself  a  very 
diligent  collector  and  sorter  of  deeds  and  local  information, 
but  little  more ;  for  his  arrangement  is  devoid  of  clearness, 
and  his  knowledge  of  architecture  apparently  nil.  Such  of 
his  work  as  he  completed  for  the  press  ^  before  he  died  is, 
however,  infinitely  superior  to  that  compiled  almost  entirely 
from  his  materials  by

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badly.  The  volume  or  bundle  of  "  collections  "  he  has  left 
(Add.  MS.  8844)  is  weak  in  the  extreme.  There  seemed  a 
fatality^  about  the  completion  of  the  County  History,  for 
Parkin  in  turn  died  before  it  was  all  printed,  and  he  is  not 
responsible  for  anything  that  occurs  after  the  middle  of  South 
Erpingham  hundred,  the  actual  ending  being  put  together 
by  some  bookseller's  hack  employed  by  Whittingham  of  Lynn 
to  complete  it.^ 

12.  John  Kirkpatrick  (d.  1728)  was  Chamberlain  of  Nor- 
wich. He  collected  much  for  Norwich  on  loose  pages,  and 
gave  them  as  soon  as  transcribed  to  Le  Neve,  in  exchange 
for  what  Norwich  memoranda  the  latter  found  while  working 
at  the  records.  His  fair  copies  were  left  by  his  will  to  his 
brother,  Thomas  Kirkpatrick,  who  at  one  time  seems  to  have 
designed  to  have  published  them  in  opposition  to  Blomefield.^ 
His  MS.  accovmt  of  the  Religious  Houses  and  Orders  of 
Norwich,  and  of  the  Castle,  was  printed  by  Hudson  Gurney. 

13.  Benjamin  Mackerell  was  another  worthy  Norwich  col- 
lector. He  copied  all  the  inscriptions  in  St.  Stephen's  in 
that  city  (1729-37),  and  deposited  the  book  in  the  church. 
He  also  wrote  an  account  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft  in  the  year 
1735,  and  intended  it  to  be  deposited  in  that  church  ;  it  was 
in  D.  Turner's  collection,  but  it  is  now  Add.  MS.  23011.  He 
also  collected  two  vols,  of  Norfolk  and  Norwich  inscriptions, 
which  are  in  the  British  Museum,  Add.  MSS.  12525  and 
12526.   He  printed  little,  viz.  an  8vo.  History  of  Lynn^  in  1738

16.  Sir  J.  Fenn,  the  editor  of  the  Paston  Letters,  had,  as 
will  be  seen  ante,  a  good  many  of  the  Le  Neve  MSS.,  and  also 
collected  considerably.^ 

17.  Gough,  though  not  one  of  the  local  collectors,  collected 
much  more  than  most  of  them  for  the  County,  as  may  be 
seen  by  referring  to  the  Norfolk  portion  of  the  Catalogue  of  the 
MSS.  he  bequeathed  to  the  Bodleian  Library  (pub.  1814), 
pp.  234-42.  It  will  be  remembered  he  had  some  of  Martin's 
collections,  see  ante  p.  xii. 

18.  Anthony  Norris  (d.  1786),  who  was  a  country  gentle- 
man and  J.P.  of  Barton  Turf,  made  very  extensive  collections 
for  a  history  of  the  County,  especially  for  Tunstead  and 
Happing.  They  are  stated  at  p.  148  of  Dawson  Turner's 
sale  catalogue  to  consist  of  twenty -nine  fo.  vols.  Transcripts 
of  portions  of  these  formed  items  344-6  of  the  Turner  sale.

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19.  The  Rev.  Thomas  Kerrich  (d.  1828),  Principal  Librarian 
of  Cambridge  University,  and  vicar  of  Dersingham,  was  an 
unwearied  collector  of  all  that  related  to  the  architecture  of 
the  County,  and  his  note-books  and  sketches  are  now  in  the 
British  Museum,  Add.  MSS.  ^^J'os.  6728  et  seq.,  and  are  most 
valuable  in  the  present  days  of  church  "restoration.'' 

Of  the  local  antiquaries  within  living  memory,  one  cannot 
class  the  late  Dawson  Tamer  and  Daniel  Gurney  as  collectors 
in  the  true  sense  of  the  word.  They  certainly  spent  large 
sums  and  expended  considerable  energy  in  getting  together 
other  people's  manuscripts  and  collections,  but  I  do  not  think 
that,  with  some  very  trifling  exceptions,  either  did  any  hard 
antiquarian  work.^ 

20.  The  Rev,  James  Balwer,  of  Hunworth  —  an  antiquary 
of  great  ability,  who  was  volunteer  librarian  at  Blickling — 
made  considerable  collections,  and  employed  several  persons 
to  copy  the  inscriptions  in  many  churches.  His  collections 
were  very  neatly  written  in  4to.,  and  are,  I  believe,  still  in 
the  possession  of  his  son,  Mr.  Bulwer,  Q.C.,  but  are  not 
apparently  accessible  to  the  public. 

21.  The  late  Mr.  John  Girling formerly  of  Foulsham,  but 
afterwards  of  London,  made  some  collections  for  twenty-five 
parishes  in  the  vicinity  of  Foulsham.  He  copied  Blomefield's 
descriptions,  and  added  a  few  inscriptions  and  local  notes,  of 
which  some  are  interesting.  These  were  recently  in  the  pos- 
session of  Mr.  Girling,  of  Barnes,  Surrey,  who  kindly  allowed 
me  to  inspect  them,  and  to  take  a  list  of  the  parishes,  which 
will  be  found  worked  up  in  my  index.

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22.  The  Rev.  E.  S.  Taylor,  of  Ormesby,  an  antiquary  of  fclie 
higliest  promise,  collected  a  great  deal  about  tbe  Fleggs,  but 
died  young,  and  I  do  not  know  where  are  his  MSS.,  or  those 
of  his  near  neighbour 

23.  The  Rev,  E.  Gillett,  of  Runham,  whose  labours,  however, 
turned  rather  to  dialect  and  local  sayings  ^  than  to  topography. 

24.  George  Raysouy  of  Pulham  Mary,  was  a  very  worthy 
man,  and  a  most  painstaking  collector.  He  transcribed  several 
registers,  and  was  the  chief  authority  for  the  district  round 
the  Pulhams,  Harleston,  Redenhall,  etc.  I  do  not  know  where 
his  collections  now  are.  He  promised  to  leave  them  to  me, 
but  did  not,  more  is  the  pity. 

25„  John  Estrange  was  certainly,  since  Le  JSTeve,  the 
greatest  Norfolk  collector.  His  industry  for  the  earlier  part 
of  his  life  was  something  abnormal,  and  I  can  give  my  readers 
a  good  idea  of  it  by  simply  reprinting  the  catalogue  of  his 
papers.    Those  marked  *  are  now  in  my  possession.

Of  Chronicles  treating  of  the  history  of  the  County  gene- 
rally^ there  are  several,  though  the  topographer  must  not 
expect  to  get  very  much  help  or  local  colouring  from  them, 
though  he  may  fairly  assume  that  when  the  writers  refer  to 
(Jounty  matters  their  personal  acquaintance  with  the  subject 
renders  it  more  likely  they  were  correct  than  other  con- 
temporary chroniclers. 

A  short  list  of  our  local  Chroniclers^  may  not  be  useless. 

1.  The  first  would  seem  to  have  been  John  JBrmne,  J3 ramus,

3.  John  of  Oxford,  Bishop,  first  of  Chichester  and  then  of 
IN^orwich  (d.

4.  As  to  John  de  Oxenedes  (who  was  a  Benedictine  monk  of 
St.  Benets  at  Holme)  being  a  Norfolk  man  there  can  be  no 
doubt.

5.  Contemporary  with  him  was  Bartholomeio  Cotton,^  who  was 
a  monk  of  JSTorwich,  and  wrote  up  his  Historia  Anglicana  " 
to  1298,  Appropriately  enough,  the  chief  copy  of  his  MS. 
is  in  the  Cottonian  Library,  JNTero,  C.  v.  Some  extracts  are 
also  at  the  Bodleian  (James  MS.  29),  and  another  copy  is  in 
the  possession  of  the  Bean  and  Chapter  of  Norwich.  It  was 
well  edited  for  the  Rolls  Series  by  Mr.  Luard. 

6.  The  anonymous  Chronicler  of  Langley  Abbey  tresLts  shortly 
of  English  history,  and  more  at  length  of  things  relating  to

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the  County,  and  his  work  is  carried  down  to  1366.  One  copy- 
is  in  Harl.  MS.  2188,  fo.  120. 

7.  Jeffrey  Lynge,  a  Franciscan  of  JN'orwich,  wrote  a  Chroni- 
con"  from  the  coming  of  Brute  to  his  own  time.  He  flourished 
1390  (see  Pickering's  Manual,  p.  45). 

8.  John  Capgrave,  who  was  an  Augustin  Friar  of  Lynn,  was 
born  in  1393.  He  died  in  1464,  and  was  the  author  of  thirty- 
seven  works,  of  which  eight  only  now  exist.  Of  those  that 
are  lost  one  only  would  have  interested  the  topographer,  viz. 
"  The  Life  of  St.  Gilbert  of  Sempringham."i  His  "  Chronicle 
of  England and  Lives  of  the  Illustrious  Henries "  are  all 
that  are  of  value  to  the  Norfolk  searcher.  In  the  latter,  suh 
voce  Henry  Le  Dispenser,  Bishop  of  Norwich,  is  our  best 
account  of  John  the  Litester's  rebellion.  Both  are  printed  in 
the  Holls  Series. 

9.  Thomas  of  Walsingham,  who  was  a  Benedictine  monk  of 
St.  Albans  and  Prior  of  Wymondham  Abbey,  wrote  Historia 
Brevis  Anglicana "  (1273  to  1423),  which  has  been  printed 
several  times,^  and  Hypodigma  Neustrise,"  a  history  of  Nor- 
mandy to  6  Hen.  V. 

10.  JoJin  Brome  {Bromim)  was  Prior  of  the  Augustinian 
Friars  of  Gorleston,  where  he  collected  a  celebrated  Library. 
He  appears  to  have  been  one  of  my  predecessors  as  an 
cpitomiser,  for  among  his  other  works,  of  which  little  is 
known,  he  is  said  to  have  written  (i)  Directorice  vel  Tahiilas  (-sic), 
(ii)  Chroniconun  Indices.  He  died  in  his  Monastery,  a.d.  1449. 
[Pitts,  do  Illustribus  Anglia3  Scriptoribus,  fo.  640.] 

Having  waded  through  the  material  just  briefly  summarized,

The  Domesday  for  Norfolk^  is,  like  that  of  Suffolk  and  Essex, 
much  fuller  than  that  of  the  other  English  counties,  and  there 
is  little  doubt  that  it  is  a  transcript  of  the  original  returns, 
which  in  the  rest  of  England  seem  to  have  been  more  or  less 
summarized.  It  was  printed  by  the  Government  in  1783,  and 
indices  of  the  tenants  in  capite  and  of  the  localities  (but 
unluckily  not  of  the  sub-tenants^)  were  subsequently  (1811) 
published.  For  the  student,  Kelham's  excellent  short  analysis 
(''Domesday  Book  Illustrated"),  published  in  8vo.  in  1788, 
and  Sir  Henry  Ellis's  "  General  Introduction  to  Domesday  " 
(2  vols.  8vo.  1833),  are  both  very  valuable — and  very  dear. 
Luckily  the  Rev.  Geo.  Munford,  the  vicar  of  East  Winch, 
published,  in  1858,  a  very  excellent  Analysis  of  the  Domes- 
\  day  Book  of  JSTorfolk,"  which  is  in  the  hands  of  most  JSTorfolk 
antiquaries,  and  which  gives  an  index  to  all  the  sub-tenants 
mentioned  in  the  text.  Those  who  wish  to  have  the  un- 
doubted text  for  themselves,  can  do  so  by  paying  a  few 
shillings  for  the  photo -zincographic  facsimile  issued  by  the 
Ordnance  Survey  in  1862. 

The  earlier  Feodary  Books  and  Rolls  relating  to  Norfolk  may

Besides  these  collected  accounts  of  Knights'  fees,  there  is  of 
course  much  to  be  found  about  them  in  the  Pipe  EoUs,  the 
Crown  Plea  EoUs,^  the  Inquisitions  post  mortem,^  the  Subsidy 
Polls,  etc.  An  article  on  the  "MSS.  in  the  Public  Pecord 
Office  relating  to  Norfolk "  (by  the  present  writer)  will  be 
found  at  pp.  137-152  of  vol.  vii.  of  the  Norf.  Arch.  Soc. 
Trans. 

It  would  of  course  be  an  endless  task  to  attempt  to  show 
the  young  topographer  where  he  can  most  profitably  employ 
his  labour.  Of  course  it  is  a  sine  qua  non  that  he  has  Blome- 
field  and  access  at  all  events  to  Chad  wick's  index  to  it. 
Armstrong's  impudent  reproduction  of  most  of  Blomefield 
may  serve  as  a  cheap  substitute  for  the  standard  work,  and 
the  numerous  editions  to  which  the  "  Norfolk  Tour "  ran 
show  it  had  considerable  merit,  and  in  its  notes  and  illustra- 
tions there  is  much  useful  and  interesting  reading.  The  best 
short  history  of  the  County  is  contained  in  White's  Directory, 
which  is  marvellously  well  written,  and  extremely  accurate, 
and  contains  the  best  popular  account  of  the  antiquities  and 
natural  history  of  the  district. 

Any  one  writing  the  social  history  of  the  county  will  have 
ample  material,  such  as  the  Paston  Letters,^  the  Gawdy 
Letters,*  and  a  Book  of  Anecdotes  of  the  seventeenth  century 
(Harl.  MS.  6395),  of  which  some  of  the  mildest,  but  not

as  desirous  to  help  students. 

Tanner's  Collections,  which  are  roughly  indexed  in  the 
following  pages,  will  however  be  of  considerable  service,  while 
as  to  the  churches  themselves,  Kerrich's  notes  on  architecture, 
and  Mackerell's  copies  of  inscriptions  will  be  found  especially 
useful. 

On  some  future  occasion  I  hope  to  issue  an  index  of  subjects 
and  things  to  accompany  the  present  volume,  and  possibly 
yet  later,  an  index  of  names,  to  include  a  reprint  of  Chadwick's 
index  references  to  all  the  Norfolk  inquisitions,  fines,  etc. 

I  will  conclude  by  giving  a  list  of  the  chief  sources  from 
which  the  following  pages  have  been  compiled,  but  of  course 
it  must  be  understood  that  the  index  does  not  pretend  to 
contain  all,  or  nearly  all,  the  references  that  might  have  been 
obtained  from  such  sources.
